| News Behind the News 


| By Paul Mallon. 


THE END? WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—President Roosevelt is 
struggling daily like Cohen on the telephone with 
his senatorial leaders to save the relief bill. 

For instance, one day recently he authorized them to pass the 
word around that this $4,800,000,000 bill would be the last of 
federal relief. At least they have assured the cloakrooms that he 
expects to break the back of the depression with it inside of a year 
and will ask for no more money next year. 

This is by far a more optimistic view than the White House has 
taken in any public statements, but it has failed to make much im- 
pression on the senate. Not that the senators doubt the president’s 
sincerity. Some seemed to be merely a little skeptical as to 
whether it could be done. 


SCUTTLING The reason Mr. Roosevelt went so far was that 
his opposition has been arousing the cloakrooms 
with arguments about government finances. They say he cannot 
go on another year or two floating bonds to cover such large ex- 
penditures. They have made considerable headway with this argu- 
ment. It was really the inspirational motive behind that 10-to-10 
vote in the Glass committee the other day on the issue of sub- 
stituing a direct dole which would cost only half as, much. 

You can see it in the vote. Thomas, the inflationist, sided with 
the president. The conservatives, who do not want inflation, all 
went against him. 

Of course, neither Mr. Roosevelt nor the opposition will men- 
tion such things openly, but it is the major “background of the 
tussle you are now witnessing in the senate. 


FINGER Everyone except the right man is getting the blame or 

credit for that unexpected provision of the holding 
companies’ bill, abolishing them in five years, instead of merely 
regulating them. The finger has been pointed at Representative 
Rayburn, the liberals on the securities exchange commission, Ben 
Cohen, and others. 

The man who appears to be solely responsible is the president 
himself. 

The bill was sent to him without any such recommendation in 
it. In fact, most of his liberal advisers thought it might be unwise 
to take such a big step at first. They counseled regulation, and 
were surprised when they read the bill later in the newspapers. 

The fact is Mr. Roosevelt told the public utlity people once 
that he was going to abolish, not merely regulate, their holding com- 


panies, and apparently he is going to insist on it. 
CONFIDENCE (It may not be true, but some close observers 

have suspected for several days that the White 
House has a fairly good idea what the supreme court decision on 
gold might be. At least everyone around there seems to be com- 
placent and satisfied. 

If so, Mr. Roosevelt would be the first president ever to pene- 
trate the sanctimonious secrecy of the court. Woodrow Wilson is 
supposed to have tried it once, during the war. The court was 
deciding a railroad case, and as the government was operating the 
railroads, Mr. Wilson was vitally interested. He tried to get a hint, 
but failed. 

There is a story around that Mr. Wilson invited a court justice 
to lunch and may have received an inkling, but Mr. Wilson’s living 


associates doubt it. 

FALSE ALARM Some democrats rushed to Postmaster-General 
Farley and asked if he was feeling all right 

after he proposed to put all postmasters under civil service. They

Life Term Given Com- 
missar for Work in 
Bela Kun’s Regime. 


BUDAPEST, Feb. 8.—(#)}—Hun- 
gary’s 16-year-old grievance against 
communism was aired in court today 


and Matthias Rakosi. people’s com- 
missar in the brief bunt bloody red 
regime of 1919, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Tonight the capital. in virtual state 
of siege, was apprehensive of 
munist demonstrations threatened 
protest. . 

From communist sympathizers in 
many nations, even the United States, 
Judge Szemak, who presided, had re- 
ceived threats of murder and torture 
if he pronounced sentence on Rakosi. 

Rakosi, who broke his stoic calm 
only to assert he had no active. part 
in Bela Kun’s communist government 
of 1919. was tried for high treason. 
41 murders or homicides and 489 
other offenses. 

The case against him was the na- 
tion’s case against communism. metic- 
ulously prepared during the 16 years 
since that August 1 when Kun, his 
soviet government toppling about him, 
fled Budapest.

It was suggested that Rakosi might 
he allowed to go to Russia in exchange 
for Hungarian officers the soviet is 
holding as hostages. Bela Kun is in 
Russia. 

Rakosi himself fled to Russia after 
Bela Kun’s fall, but returned in 1926 
to head secret communist propaganda. 
He was arrested and sentenced’ to 
eight years in prison.

AUTO CODE CHANGE 


Pact, However, Will Not 
Be Reopened Until Ex- 
piration, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(4)— 
Strong intimation that the. ceutrovert- 
ed automobile code would be revised 
at its next renewal came today from 
the White House, but President Rovse- 
velt asserted flatly the pact would 
not be reopened before June 16, its 
expiration date, 

At the same time, however, he said 
constant inquiry was being made with 
a view to correcting things in what- 
ever new code may be adopted. 

The June 16 expiration date of the 
auto agreement is the same as that 
when the NRA dies unless renewed. 
Recommendations for revising and re- 
newing the Blue Eagle machine, Mr. 
‘Roosevelt said, probably will go to 
congress next week. 

Only a matter of minutes before the 
president spoke at his press confer- 
ence a statement was tossed into the 
automobile discussion at NRA by W. 
A. Harriman, its administrative of- 
ficer, that it was “obvious” the code 
would be “reviewed” before its next 
production period in the fall. ‘The 
critical report on the industry recent- 
_ly made by NRA, he said, was being | 
umplified by further study. | 

Other NRA officials, before the 
president put his foot down, had pri- 
any forecast a reopening of the 

e. 

President William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
has been attacking the code renewal, | 
said he found support for his position | 
in the NRA report and in the recom- | 
mendations of the Blue Kagle board. | 

He said it backed up “the position 
of the federation with regard. to the’ 
Wolman board.” Leo Wolman is head | 
of the automobile labor relations board 
and his activities have been character- 
ized by the federation as biased. 

Harriman, however, differently in- | 
terpreted the board’s recommenda- 
tions. He said the board wished a 
more extensive automotive industry 
tribunal; that the Wolman board was 
not specifically criticized and that no 
judgment was passed on its work. 

Harriman also objected to interpre- 
tations that the president had “re- 
jected” the board’s suggestions. He 
found they had been accepted general- 
ly and that the board had stressed it 
was not stating the time when its 
plans should be incorporated in the

Two Firms Fail and Mora- 
torium of Two Days 
Declared. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—(#)—An_ en- 
veloping cloud of speculative white 
pepper blew away from Mincing Lane 
today, leaving brokers’ pocketbooks 
Smarting and two firms of the old 
market district hors de combat. 

A worse debacle this “Black Fri- 
day”—the day of reckoning for com- 
mitments in the commodity—was only 
averted because bankers and brokers 
marshaled resources to save firms un- 
wittingly drawn into the wild deal- 
ings in pepper. 

The British housewife learned for 
the first time the importance that 
the innocent-looking commodity even 
though the flurry in Mincing Lane 
had not the slightest effect on the 
pepper she sprinkles on her meals. 

It was officially announced. that all 
except two firms which were acting 
as brokers for an attempted pool in 
pepper will be able to meet their com- 
mitments when the “pepper morato- 
rium,” called to save the situation 
facing brokers as settlement day near- 
ed, ends Monday.

they are extremely small. It would 
be convenient if we could designate a 
definite size for them, but they are 
contrary little beasts and after allow- 
ing themselves to be measured at one 
length they almost instantly begin to 
expand or contract their length and 
defy all efforts to set a definite size. 
The best thing to say, therefore, is 
that the hydra may be seen easily 
under a magnifying glass, as a minute 
green or brown spot on the stems or 
leaves of aquatic vegetation. 

The animal is simple in its organiza- 
tion, for it consists purely of a basal 
stalk and a “crown” of _ tentacles. 
There are usually six of these ten- 
tacles waving through the water, al- 
though some specimens may have as 
many as ten. The tentacles surround 
a mouth into which food pours—or is 
thrust—and that is all there is to it. 
The mouth is a name of courtesy for 
there is just a single opening into the 
middle cavity of the animal. Here food 
is assimilated directly into the cell 
substance. Beautifully simple, is it 
not? 

Hydras are most tenacious of life. 
For example, if you accidentally cut 
one in half it does not mind in the 
least, but each half proceeds to become 


a complete animal. They. may be cut 
into six or seven pieces without los- 
ing the power to regenerate whole ani- 
mals from each piece, but just how 
far this subdivision may go without 
fatal results I do not know. Perhaps 
even one tentacle might regenerate the 
rest of the body, but that would cer- 
tainly be the case of the “head” wag- 
ging the hydra. Imagine the conster- 
sata of one’s enemies if human be- 
ings had that marvelous power! The 
professional murderer would never 
have come into existence, for even an 
ear shot off by his gun might become 
the whole man who could then pro- 
ceed to take legal action—or worse— 
against the assailant. 

Once many years ago I saw a con- 
vincing demonstration of the ways in 
which hydras react to light. Numbers 
of the little beasts were placed in a 
tank in a darkened room. When the 
tank was examined the brown species 
and the green species were found min- 
gling indiscriminately. When a beam 
of light was shot through the tank, 
however, there was a movement to- 
ward segregation, in which one spe- 
cies sought the light and the other 
sought the less bright parts of the 
aquarium, A crude experiment, but it 
indicates something. That, however, is 
the subject for another series of ar- 
ticles—the subject of tropisms.
